The squadron then formed in 
lime of battle and gave the rebels a volley, 
upon which they retreated, with the loss of one 
of their captains. Two hundred yards farther 
on, they fo.wed in line a second time 
Lieutenant Caapin of was ordered 
to charge with company L, which he did with 
great galantry, and the rebels were a second 
time routed. Several attempts were made by 
Confederate office:s to induce their men to 
make another stand, but without success. 
badly intimidated and uneontro!- 


Major Bowman, fearing that « further ad- 
vance might lead his forees into ambuscade, 
ordered his men to retire to camp. 

On Sanday evening the same comipanies, 
with a portion of the Ohio 5th Infantry, under 
commend of Colonel Taylor, were ordered to 
perfect the reconnolssance. They commenced 
in the morning, and when about the same dis- 
tance out, met a bedy of Confederate 
cavalry on thelr way to Pittsburgh, 
with the intention of surprising and cutting 
off our camp. The rebels fred a single vol- 
ley, as before, too high, and the three com- 
panies of the 4th Illinois Cavalry, under com 
mand of Capt, Dodge, were ordered to charge 
the enemy. They did so, and delivered a well 
dirécted fire in their midst, with what result 
could not be ascertained, on account of dark- 
DEess. 

The rebels refreat@d along the road, which 
here rune diogonally, and when within a 
short distance from our left, where was sta-° 
tioned Company I, halted, amd saying to our 
boys God's sake dont Gre into your 
brothers,’’ immediately discharged a yolley, 
killing none but wounding four. 

Company I returned their fire and the rebels 
fled in great. confusion. Two of our boys 
were taken prisoners, The casualties of the 
enemy are unknown. Next day, on visiting 
the scene of the skirmish, there were found 
scattered over the ground hats, spurs, boota, 
ree, ploiwte, horeve, amd te« carte and 
leaves covered with blood, showing that our 
forces had done good execution in their midst. 

The enemy removed their dead and 
ed under cover of darkucss. While exemia- 
ing the battle field the advance guard shot a 
fieciog rebel scout and captured two prisoucrs, 

A wounded soldier belonging to the 57:h 
Illinois volunteers, Col. L. D, Baldwin, who 
was shot through the arm bya rebel on the 
hapk of the Temnessee river, while ascending 
that stream with his regiment, on board the 
traneport Argyle, complains most bitterly of 
‘he intthumanity of bis Colonel. He says he 
was sent to a point where there was no hospi- 
tal accommodations, and for over forty-two 
hours wes ictt entirely without food of any 
description, and were it not for the kindness 
of au officer from another regiment, who at- 
tended to his wants until his arrival at Cairo, 
be must inevitably have perished. Hie wound 
ie serious, and until within two days he has 
received no attention whatever. The naime of 
the poor fellow is James H. Hanna of Com- 
papy H. His triends reaide at Geneseo, Me- 
Henry county, Linois.
